of the brotherhood.

“After carefully considering the matter fram every angle, I have come to the conclusiorr that | 
the proposed wage reduction to the classes represented by our brotherhood is entirely unwarranted |

“To unduly lower the standard of # -——————— 
living and impose unnecessagy hard- 
ships upon already low-paid railway 
workers cannot possibly be of any ad- 
vantage to the public or assist in any; 
way to improve the present economic ; 
situation in this country. 
Misleading Statements ie 
“A large percentage of the public 
has gained the impression, through 
misleading statements that have been 
circulated from time to time, that rall- 
way employes are generally high paid } 
workers and can well afford substan- 
tial reductions and that by such re- 
ductions in wages business conditions 
generally will improve. I sincerely 
hope that instead of accepting decep- | 
tive statements the public generally | 
will examine the facts of the case.

Oross of Sacrifice Will Soon Be 
Erected to Immortalize 
These Men 


Edmonton's soldier dead are now 
mil in their final resting place at the 
Soldier's plot, Edmonton cemetery. 
Until two months ago no special plot 
had been allocated as a_ military 
cemetery, but the directors of the Ed- 
monton cemetery company offered the 
authorities part of their holding, 
capable of receiving 552 single graves. 
This offer was accepted and Connelly 
and Armstrong removed the bodies 
from various cemeteries and re-in- 
terred them in the alloted place, This 
work is now finished, and the Cross of 
Sacrifice that ts belng constructed to 
the order of the Federal War Graves 
commission will adorn the centre of 
the plot, making an inspiring speo- 
tacle. Bach grave will bear a stone 
at the head, on which will be Inscribed 
the name, unit and date of death; no 
rank will be dhown, 

The croas, which is similar to all 
monuments erected by the Graves 
commission, is a stone structure stand- 
ing 22 feet high, and is being built by 
the Alberta Granite and Marble com- 
pany, It will be finished before the 
arrival of Governor-General Byng, 
and he will preside at the unveiling, 
which will be attended by suitable 
roilitary pomp and ceremony, The 
present task has n limited to re- 
moving only those bodies whose rela-

It reached BDngland in 1918 
and has spread half over the world, 
especially Spain, since 1897, This 
minute Insect has eaten babies in their 
cradles in the Argentine, has com- 
| pletely wiped out the birds of Madeira 
by eating their nestlings, and is ruin- 
|ing both the orange and coffee haer- 
vests in many places. 

It often kills the plants, not directly, 
}but by encouraging other Insects, es- 
| pecially the green fly, which it keeps 
as man keeps cowa, It even builds 
houses for them, acta as doctor to 
them, and defends them from enemies. 
At the samo time, the ant, which is 
omnivorous, carries and spreada many 
of the worst human diseases. It may, |

This statement is made tn a booklet 
just issued by the Department of Ag- 
riculture, describing the work and 
aims of the experimental iaboratory 
maintained by the Forest Service | 

The booklet outlines how, through 
investigation and experiment, the la- 
boratory is devising and broadcasting | 
| Practical commercial methods by | 
; which this enormous waste of the! 
country’s timber supply can be reduc- | 
ed, By reducing this waste, it is point: | 
ed out, the Ufe of our present foresta 
will be prolonged and the problem of! 
growing new forests made simpler, be- 
cause by preventing the waste of tim- 
ber less timber will have to be grown. | 

Among the various methods studied | 
at the laboratory for decreasing waste 
of forest products is the treat- 
ment of woods with perservatives re- 
sisting decay. Through such treatment 
an anual saving of 1% Dillion board 
feet is estimated to be possible in the 
case of ratiroad ties alone, and the 
preservation of other classes of timber 
would, in the ag@regate, greatly relieve 
the drain on our forests.

He is right. ‘If Western Europe 

cannot reconstruct itself ‘without 
Lenin’s ‘help it may as well give 
up hope, for he has neither the 
talent nor the inclination to con- 
struct anything. His instinct is 
destructive, and he holds all mod- 
ern records for achievement along, 
that ‘line. If the Allied nations 
undertake to subsidize him while 
they are also attempting to re- 
establish their own industrial and 
commercial systems they will just 
postpone their recovery by the 
waste of that much working 
capitalyfor™Lenin ean destroy 
wealth faster than all Eurote can 
create it. 
"Meantime from Switzerland 
comes a report that the Third In- 
ternationale—alias the Soviet out- 
fit—have earmarked another 
quarter of a million Russian dol- 
lars to be. spent in revolutionary 
propaganda abroad—that is, in 
those countries which are now 
feeding the famine-stricken people 
in the Volga district, and which 
are also supposed to put up the 
billion dollars which Lenin de- 
mands. The Russians may starve, 
but the world revolution must go 
on. The moral is inescapable. 
The less money the Soviet ean lay 
hands on the better for the secur- 
ity of Europe. If ‘the Allied 
nations are foolish enough to back 
venin’s notes they may as well 
make up their minds to pay;-and 
if Lenin does not spend the actual 
proceeds to spread Bolshevik doc- 
trine in the gountries which thus 
supply him with funds he will as- 
suredly use the economic fruits of 
the investment for that very pur- 
pose. >

very motorist knows of a stretch 
of road which calls him to come back 
tnd travel {t again, It thas charm. 
some appeal which may be well de- 
fined or iNusive, making it an out- 
standing roadway among his highway 
acquaintanceship. There is a pers )n~ 
ality about it, if roads can have such 
attributes, and {t carries a welcome 
for all motorists. 

Ther has been so much ‘written 
and said about roads which are dir- 
ect nes and have good surfaces that 
{t is well worth while to stop and 


consider something besides erado, 
alignment, subfoundations and top 
materials, Pngineering features 


alone do not make good roads. 

(Roads must serve as traffic lines 
and are primarily for carrying travel, 
but there are features in the make-up 
of a road besides smoothness of sur- 
face, directiness of route or precise- 
ness of engineering. The roads por- 
sessing these and, in addition, en- 
dowed with those somewhat indetin- 
able attributes of appealing livability, 
approach the ideal human servic? 
roads, The exactness and fitness v° 
engineering and constryction unxiled 
never carry the appeal jhe humai ‘ed 
highway offer. 

Indeed, it is probable that the hgh 
way with the invitation to come again 
is not a first-clage traffic line. Often 
it is @ little country Jane, maybe with 
an occasional mud hole and along the 
fence lines are shrub groups with 
fragrant blossoms or delicious wiid 
trults. No argument is needed in 
pointing out that generaNy the hart 
surfaced roudway is not as attractive 
to the traveller as roadways whisn 
are not so exactly engineered. The 
evidence of this condition les along 
almost any paved road when con- 
traste¢ with a country lane, 

Incorporate It In Roads. 

If this appeal is worth anything to 
the motorist is it not logical to an- 
elyze it, study it and, df possidle, in- 
corporate it in all roads? If it 4s trus 
that the country lane is more p'eas- 
ing to the traveller than the ‘road 
cencrete or asphalt high road, what 
makes it that way? Finding the 
factors which make the country lane 
attractive, and producing them along 
the higher grade traffic line is a. 
worth-while project, It will add 
much to the enjoyment of the hig:1- 
way of high grade and recompense 
the motor club, the elvic organizaticn 
or other body of public-spiritel peo- 
ple who make the more “Mvabie”’ 
road a reality. 

Planning the human use highway !s 
a field in landscape architect ire, and 
en artist of the profeasion could take 
a road as a unit and produce a co n- 
position which, in ite way, ‘vould 
rival the most exquisite of famous 
gardens. 

Rosdways must be designed prim- 
erily to omrry traffic. Serving this 
purpose they must have good coa- 
struction and engineering embodlel 
in them if they are to be efficient. 

A road which presents beauty in 
the area between two paralleling 
fences must ‘be started with the 
mechanical construction. Exactly in 
jae same manner a house in which a 
home is to be bull must have a good 
solid foundation under ite walls. The 
surface should blend softly into the 
landscape both in color and lines, The 
road ribbon stretching out before the 
motorist should not be gilary or stiff, 
but an integral part of the lendscape. 
The softer toned rock surfaces moat 
often are pleasing in tint and present 
no stiff lines, 

Next in consideration, after road 
lines and surface color and texture, 

the roadside garden. A roadside 
can harbor striking wild flower gar- 
dens. Lovely graceful blossoms will 
add much to a read’s furnishings. 
In that strip of iand between the 
edges of the road surface and the 
fences a wild flower sanctuary of 
no megn proportions may thus ve 
estab]**hed. 

wWhére there are no shrubs, sod 
and flowers #hould extend from the 
goad to the fence line, Shrubs 
should be allowed to grow along 
the highway ‘but only in reasonable 
numbers. They Ghould not 6creen 
out the broader landscape of the 
fields and meadows beyond. 

Trees have their place along tho 
roadway, The overarching elms 
the east and the shaggy pines and 
cakes of the west all have their 
places as the native plant materiais 
which should be allowed to grow-on 
their own initiative or planted in 
proper location. Generally all 
these things come as volunteers, the 
only cutting of roadside wunder- 
growth necessary being in the case 
of weeds. The natural arrangement 
will often be much better ¢han if 
some would-be artist attempted to 
logate the plants. 

(Man's work jn making highways 
for the service of human beings does 
not end with shruo, flowers and tree 
protection or plaoting. Roads, sv 
developed, serve two great functions 
of being traffic lines and composi- 
tions of naturalistic beauty, but 
there is other service possible along 
all our roadways, Such roads in- 
vite one to linger and live on the 
road. Developments meeting such a 
demand are a part of any human 
use highway. ~ 

Adttractive Features, 

Picnicking and camping offer two 
of the most attractive human #er- 
vice features on our highways. ‘The 
roadside pionic and week-end camp 
is an institution which has come to 
siay. It so well meets an increas- 
ing demand that it will grow rapid- 
ly into general popularity. Already 
fe a recognined part of many 
communities and ¢oon will be looked 


ef 


upon @6 @n essential portion of our 
highway syatem, 

Humanized highways eerve and 
satisfy human beingy. They are 


more than traffic lines though they 
must act in that capacity efficientiy. 
A road is not finished if it is merely 
a traffic line, for only the founda- 
tion is present, It does not wholly 
eerve. Beauty must be preserved 
and allowed to develop; epring anl 
well development must ' inetalled 
and the ama!l! areas of temporary 
human habitation should be estab- 
lished to make highway ines more 
than roadbeds. 

Let us build more rdadways for 
motor traffic, ‘nake them exampl.s 
of the finest permanent construct: 
ion our enginers have evolved, but 
jet us not stop there. Humanize 
them, (Make them livable, Make 
them cal] a welcome to the traveller 
ae he epeeds over thelr surfaces, 
and let them call him to them again 
after he has gone because of their 
charm and beauty present in the 
roadside flower and bird sanet ss 
jes, and because the human service 
features of wel! or shelter and the 


walooming temporary home of tho 
travolier in the roadside parks make 
the roads ‘homey.”

more than a lowered cost of rin- 
ning a car because of better cou- 
struction features, It means great-

CODE AND THE 
AUTO OWNER

Provisions of the Federal Law 
That Affect Motorists—Do 
You Know Them? 


The provisions of the Criminal 
Code of the Dominion, 
ticular relation to motor vehicles, 
are as follows:— 

Every one ls guilty of an indict- 
able offence and Hable to two years 
imprisonment who having the 
charge ‘of any carriage or motor 
vehicle, automobile or other vehicle, 
by wanton or furious driving, or 
racing or other misconduct, or by 
wilful neglect, does or casues to be 
done, any bodily harm to any per- 
son. 

Whenever, owing to the presence 
of a motor car on the highway an 
accident has occurred to any person, 
or to any horse or vehicle in charge 
driving 


of any person, any person 
the motor car shall be liable on 
summary conviction to a fine not 


exceeding $50 and costs or to !m- 
prigonment for a term Mot exceeding 
$9 days, if he fails to stop hie 
car, and with intent to escape liabt'- 
Ity, either eivil or criminal, drives 
on without tendering assistance, and 
giving his name and address 

Every one who takes or causes to 
be taken from a garage stable 
@tand or other building or place, any 
automobile or motor car with in- 
tent to operate or drive or use or 
cause or permit the same to be oper- 
ated or driven or used, without 
the consent of the owner shalt be 
liable on summary conviction to a 
fine not exceeding $500 and costs, or 
to imprisonment for any term not 
exceeding 12 months or to both fine 
and imprisonment. 

A Year For Theft 

Every one who is found guilty of 
atealing any automobile or motor 
car shall be #entenced to not less 
than one year’s imprisonment, Sen- 
tence in any such cage shall not be 
suspended without the concurrence 
of the attorney-general or his agent, 
or of the counsel acting for the 
crown in the prosecution of the 
offender. 

Every one who while intoxicated 
drives any motor vehicle or automo- 
bile shall be guilty of an offence and 
Mable upon summary conviction for 
frat offence to a term not exceed- 
ing 80 daye, and not less than seven 
days; for second offence, for a term 
not exceeding three months and not 
leas than one month, and for each 
subsequent offence for a term not 
exceeding one year and not less than 
three monthgs.
